Should flowerseeds, sold by Cwt. or vegetable 
seeds be packed together with flowerseeds, which ar free: 
London, the freight will be deducted in invoice. 

Parcels not exceeding 5 Kilos (about 11 lb.) in 
weight to all parts of Great Britain and Ireland will 
be forwarded at 1 s. 6 d. each via Hamburgh or Bremen,- 
at I s. 9 d. via Belgium. The last way is the shortest. 

My customers in America and other transatlantic 
countries will give particular instructions for packing and 
shipment with each order.

They are 
therefore excellent both for cooking and preserving purposes. 

4 th. The pods grown 6 or more on every flowertendril, from which fact the prolificacy of 
this variety may be imagined. 

5th. The seed is white, therefore it is still fit for table use when almost in a ripe state. 

6 th. As this is a very strong growiftg sort, it is not necessary to sow more than 5 or 
6 seeds round one pole. Place the poles singly in good soil at least 32 inches apart 
from one another, as by that means the best crop will be-' obtained. The above 
illustration is taken from a photograph of a single pole and shows the fruitfulnes etc.

The adjoining illustration is taken from a photograph 
of this Cucumber, as several of them have been 
cultivated for me in various places by amateurs- 
Ladies, Gentlemen and children. With our former 
sorts we have never been able to achieve this result; 
this especial sort has only accomodated itself to 
this want after years of careful culture. 

The cultivation is very easy. The best method is 
to sow the seeds siugiy in pots of about inches dia¬ 
meter and transplant after about four weeks, taking care 
not to damage the ball, into larger pots of 4 to 5 inches 
diameter. The seeds may also he sown straightly into larger 
sized pots, hut the first mentioned method is decidedly 
the best. For potting this cucumber, a somewhat sandy 
garden soil must he used; the pots should be placed in a 
room, in which the temperature never gets below 50° F- 
Supply water when necessary, hut particularly avoid 
keeping too moist. When the plants begin to climb, 
construct a light trellis of sticks behind them as sown 
in our illustration and tie them loosely to it. After the 
developement of the 8th 0 r 9 th leaf, cut off the end shoot 
to quicken its fruiting. Small supplements of manure 
from time to time (every three or four weeks) will be of 
good service; use „Fertilin“ or some other good plant 
food, but take care not to give too much. Entirely 
developed the fruit attains a length of over 1 foot, but 
if it is desired to attain the best results, it is advisable, 
to cut off the first fruits as soon as they eached a length 
of 8 inches. 

Evert/ one having a flowerpot to 
hand and sufficient room at the window, can 
have the pleasure, through this novelty, of 
eating home grown Cucumbers, theg taste 
twice as good as others.
